of Vote Counters in Precinct 4— List of

Edward A, Doyle, Democrat, was ap- 
pointed warden for the most Republican of 
the town’s Republican precincts, the Hill 
precinct, by the selectmen recently in what 
was undoubtedly an aftermath of the March 
| town election. He succeeds Gordon R. Can- 
non, Republican. 

Doyle and Cannon both figured prom- 
inently at the last election in the controversy 
over whether the votes should be counted by 
blocks as they came in or whether they should 
be counted near the close of the balloting. 
Under state law a negative vote froma single 
election officer is all that is necessary to hold 
up the count. There had always been rumors 
that the details of the count leaked out to 
various candidates, and that was the reason 
for delaying the count. In precinct four 
Doyle voted against counting by blocks, and 
it is understood that there was considerable 
dissension among the officers up there because 
of this, with one of them threatening him 
that he would no longer have his job as an 
election officer after the election.

The Czechs, Moravians, Slovaks and 
Ruthenians of which Czechoslovakia Is 


composed were originally kindred 
tribes of Slavie origin which had 


moved into their present locations dur- 
ing the general westward migration of 
various peoples In the early Christian 
era and which during the Middle ages 
had been important nations In central 
Europe, observes a writer in the New 


York Herald Tribune, 
Bohemia, the home of the Czechs, 
was particularly noted as a cultural

1490 her king, Ladislaus, was elected 
king of Hungary and the two nations 
were joined, This union lasted for a 
time, but eventually, by one of those 
dynastic unheavals that were fre- 
quent in central Europe, the kingship 
passed to the Hapsburgs and Bohemla
